Kiwanis Luncheon Gives 
Review of Civic Affairs 


The Kiwanis Club entertained the 
members ofthe city council and the 
public and separate. school boards at 
their’ luncheon. Tuesday evening. 
Mayor Montgomery was the speaker 


of the evening, and he reviewed the 
work of.the council for the past year. 
Owing to, unforseen: circumstances the 
expenditure this year exceeded last 
year by. about $5,000. The, National

The principle of 
accepting prepayment o: taxes Was], 
again used, which reduced the amount 

borrowed from the bank. Every resi- 

dence taken by the city on account of 

taxes had been. sold, and the isolation 

hospital had also been disposed of. A 

caretaker had been engaged for the 

cemetery and he spent about six 

months working there. The Mayor paid 

a tribute to the work of the fire de- 

partment, and 200 feet of new hose had 

been bought. A block.of land had been 

set aside as a Jubilee Park and a 

parks board had been appointed. A 

good live board of trade should be or- 

ganized in Wetaskiwin, as many 

things should be dealt with which 

would be for the betterment of the 

city. There had been two cases of 

litigation, and the city had won both. 

The Prince of Wales had remembered 

Wetaskiwin by the presentation of a 

number of paeony plants. Two re- 

quests for a gas franchise had been re- 

ceived, but the council declined to en- 

tertain either of them. The tax rate 

was one and one-half mills lower than 

Jast year. The amount to be raised 

by assessment had been reduced from 

$125,000 in 1922 to $88,000 in 1926 and 

$93,000 in 1927. Referring to the water 

condition, the new well was not put 

down as deep as expected owing to 

the flow of water last.summer, but. this 

well should be deepened by the in- 

coming council. The electric light de- 

partment had a revenue of $6,000 over 

last year, and a new unit was being 

installed which would take all the load 

available for some time to come.

The 
premier says the agenda is not likely 
to be a long one, but it will include ¢ 
number of new bills and amendments 
that will quite possibly involve a good 

discussion, and the session 
may therefore be of about the usual 
length. The date fixed is one clear 
week of last year, and the government 
is hoping that the end may be:reached 
by ithe end of March. *

Wetaskiwin’s Delegates 
Have Much Success at 
Municipalities Meeting 


The three delegates sent to repre- 
sent Wetaskiwin at the Union of +Ur- 
ban Municipalities in Calgary, man- 
aged to accomplish quite a notable 
amount of work on behalf of the city 
during the two days of the convention 
held in the Palliser Hotel. Mayor 
Montgomery reported on behalf of the 
Legislative Committee and the work 
they had done in presenting’ the reso- 


+ | Intions:of;the:Urban--Muileipalities to - 


the Tax Commission, of which Prin- 
cipal Tory is the chairman. Mr. Mont- 


‘}gomery also spoke in support of sever- 


al of’ the new resolutions put forth 
asking the Province to lighten the 
load and share the burden of the 
cities and towns in matters which 
should be handled entirely by the Prov- 
ince, 

Alderman Gothard questioned Dr. 
Bow, Minister of Health, regarding his 
statement on the evils of sewer ¢ 
and he alzo pressed the matter home 
to the Hon. O. C, McPherson, Minister 
of Public Works, as to gravelling the 
main highway through the city of 
Wetaskiwin, gaining a promise that 


this would receive attention by his 
department, 

J. i. Praser, City Clerk and Treas-

[meager to carry through a resolu- 
ion umending the Tax Recovery Act, 
extending the time for filing caveats 
with w view to making it easier fer the 
owner of property paying up his ar- 
rears.

Christmas as celebrated in most 
places has got pretty far away from 
the deeper meaning of the birth of 
Christ in our human world.

bility, but not an equal regard for true 
peace on earth.

people who have been estranged, 
creates friendship between groups that | 
have been hostile, or positively ad- 
vances good will and peace bet a 
the races cnd peop)s for all of) vwhon 
Christ came to live and at last to die. 
Gifts, often expensive and lavish, are 
exchanged between people who like 
one another, or feel under obligation 
to do something generous to people; 
who have been generous, but a sober 
facing of the meaning of the gift of 
God tn Jesus Christ and what that 
calls for is not s0 Common. And words 
Ike these will seem utterly diseord- 
ant, and Christmas revelers, reading 
them, will be sure that the writer fs a 
pestilential “kill joy” in his spirit. 


So also the note of the angels, like 
the name of Jesus, strikes strangely if 
not discordantly into the cheerful 
temper of these later days. Who are 
we that we should need a Saviour 
from our sins? What are sins, any- 
how? And who is he that he should 
think he can save us from them? The 
bight of shallowness Hes in’ this 
deadly fashion upon all too many of 
our people and too much of our life. 
We are celebrating Christmas joyful- 
ly, as we ought, but missing and for- 
elting, if not denying, the real reason 
for the joy that Christ’s coming 
brought to men. It would be hard to 
see the face of the Saviour at all 
through many of the current Christ- 
mis celebrations, or hear the note of 
the angels’ song above the gaicty of 
Christinas revelries. Meantime there 
fg that high note in the original event 
—the note of purpose, the note of self: 
sacrifice, the note of redemption, How- 
ever cheerfully we take Christr as, the 
coming of Christ into our) human 
world was no holiday matter for Him, 
Nor was it Intended just to give a 
happy holiday which we have sur: 
rounded with many pagan features. } 
When our eyes are really open we see 
the moral purpose of His coming, the 
thought of God in having Him come, 
the meaning for men who had missed 
the mark, men who were lost, There 
were no others. 


As a rule, we take the Easter sea- 
son and what we call Passion Week 
more seriously and soberly. But the 
life of Jesus was all of one plece. He 
dld not Just begin to be the Saviour 
when the shadow of the cross fell 
upon Him at the end. The Saviour was 
born at Bethlehem, The hands of the 
Bethlehem Babe were infant hands, 
One can easily see the lovely pieture 
of Him and Mary. But they were the 
hands that would afterward be nailed 
to Calvary’s cross, He was born not 
to make a_holiday, but to save a 
world, and to save ft at any cost. 
Our shallow, superficial, good-natured 
Christmas ds far enough from what 
Bethlehem meant, Mary knew in part, 
the Wise Men knew in part, the angels 
knew in part. ‘The heart of God knew 
altogether. Maybe one of our highest

services in modern life would be to 
recover Christmas for Jesus Christ 
and Hig real purpose in the world. 
We can not make enough of Christ- 
mas except by making enough of Jesus 
Christ. The world gets only a second: 
ary and transitory joy out of His com- 
ing until it rejoices in Him as it: 
Saviour. Our songs and carols will 
not strike the key of the.-angel’s song 
until we are singing, ‘Unto us is born 
a Saviour, who is Christ the Lord.” 
Sin and sorrow continue to grow 
while we sing, “Joy to the world.” It 
ig because we take it all too super- 
ficially and easily. We do not give to 
Christmas Christ’s own deep meaning. 

And by the same token. we miss the 
true significance of what we call the 
incarnation. That has become a doc- 
trine, o test of orthodoxy, a shibboleth 
in religious speech, especially in re- 
ligious debate, And much of this gets 
us pretty far away from the meaning 
for us of that stupendous Christmas 
truth that God was in Christ, that the 
“Word became ‘flesh.” We never get 
the incarnation into its right place in 
our creeds until we get it as a vital 
force and IHftiig principle into our 
Hves. We do ‘not know or begin to 
know what it meant to Jesus Christ 
until we can say with St, Paul, “Christ 
liveth in me.” Archbishop Temple 
once said, “If 1 did not belleve that 
Christ had by His incarnation raised 
my whole life to an entirely higher 
level—to a level with His

| hardly know how I should live at all.” 
Let us not miss the truth here through 
fear of mysticism. Both these men— 
S. Paul and the archbishop—-had hold 
of the matter at the right end and 
were looking and going the right way. 
The incarnation is an eternal fact for 
human experience and an eternal prin- 
ciple for human practice. As long as 
we'treat it just as a doctrine we are 
missing its supreme value. Such truths 
as this and the atonement and the 
Trinity and inspiration can only be 
saved from scholasticism and dryness 
by passing into life and experience. 


And the experience of the incarna- 
tion, what Paul may have meant by 
“having Christ formed in. us,” can only 
reach its real meaning by working out 
in use as it worked out in Jesus Christ, 
practically and usefully. In Jesus 
divine strength put itself into the very 
lives of weak men, took their weak- 
ness upon Himself in order that He 
might save them from theif weakness. 
In Him divine truth put itself into the 
ignorance and bondage of men that 
He’might set them free. In Him good- 
ness and holiness put themselves into 
the very heart of evil, took men’s evil 
uvon themselves, that men might be 
saved. from evil, In Jesus Christ 
divine wealth and’ divine health put 
themselves into the very heart of 
men’s poverty and men’s disease, the 
poverty and disease due to men’s own 
sin, that men might be rich and whole 
in Him, And really I know no better 
way to understand the incarnation 
than to practice it. 


And all this for a Christmas mes- 
sage! For a greeting to people who are 
thinking of Bethlehem’s Babe, and 
not at all of such sober stuff as this! 
1, too, am thinking of Him, and the 
Wise Men and the mother and the 
angels, But I am also thinking of Him 
as the waiting years stretch out before 
Him and as He bears into them to 


to live, to die, to rise again, for the 
redemption of the world. “Joy to the 
world, the Lord is come.” Let us take 
Him seriously and enthrone Him King 
over all life. We shall not get far in 
winning the world to Him until we 
enter fully into what He meant by His 
coming. That will largely change the 
character of our Christmas celebra- 
tions, and it may also help us to 
change the character of the modern 
world in which He lives and for which 
He longs. We shall not make enough 
of Christmas until we seriously begin 
to “make enough of Jesus Christ.”
